PAY YOUR INCOME TAX 

Have- you paid your income tax-? 

If not, the income tax collector 
wants to know why, A warning has 
been issued by Thornton Allan, in¬ 
spector of taxation. Calgary, in the 
xollowing form: 

A large number of returns for the 
year’1918 have been filed with the 
Inspector of Taxation for the Prov¬ 
ince. but it is felt that there are a 
number of persons whose incomes are 
sufficient to render them liable to tax*, 
action who have not yet filed return*, 
fhese must be filed “Without Any 
Notice or Demand” according to the 
proviaions of the Incoqte War Tax 
Aqt This does not appear to be gen¬ 
erally known and it seems that some 
persons are of the opinion that they 
are only required to file returns when. 


form are sent to them to do so. This 
to entirely wrong. All persons liable 

to taxation must get forms for them¬ 
selves, either by applying for these 
at the neaseet Post Office; or at the 
Office of the Inspector of Taxation, 
Customs Building, Post Office, Cal¬ 
gary. 

For 1917, inennann liable to taxa¬ 
tion were thoae of single persons, and 
widows or widowers without depend¬ 
ent children where the amnpnt ex¬ 
ceeded $1,600.00, and those of marri¬ 
ed persons, widows or widowers with 
dependent children where the amount 
exceeded $8,090.00. The Act has been 
amended, however, and for 1918 tax¬ 
able incomes are those in excess of 
$1,000.00 in the case of single per¬ 
sona and $2,OOO.C|0 in the case of mar¬ 
ried persons. > 

The Amendment to the Act will 
bring Within its scope thousands of 
persona who were not taxable for 
1917. 

Steps arc being taken to trace any 
defaulters. The penalties provided 
for in the Aet are not yet being im¬ 
posed and an opportunity is still be¬ 
ing given to those whe aro liable un¬ 
der the Act, and who have failed to 
cmply with it to file returns. There 
is no doubt, however, that • before 
long some prosecutions will be made, 
and it is^ therefore, important that 
no risks be takea, and that all whom 
the Act may effect should see that 
they are not incurring any of the 
penalties. 

There are many misunderstandings 
as to what income consists of 
Amongst some of the smaller mer¬ 
chants and others there is an impres¬ 
sion that profit earned and left in the 
business is not income. This, is wrmg. 
Whether such profit is withdrawn 
or left in the business it is t income 
and should, therefore, be taken into 
account as such. It is also found that 
some people engeged in farming er 
business, regard capital expenditures 
and operating expenses alike, as de¬ 
ductions from gross incoe. Care 
should be taken to see that this is not 
■lone; and that all expenditures of a 
capital nature are left out of account 
when arriving at income. 

Partnerships, as such, should not 
file return*; the individual memebers 
or partnerships in filing their person¬ 
al returns should include the profits 
paid or secured to them from such 
partnerships. 

Where persons have any .doubt in 
regard to any point connected with 
■h# Act, they should communicate 
with the Inspector of Taxation, Cus¬ 
toms Buliding, Calgary, for informa¬ 
tion and advice, which will be gladly 
given. 

So far at the collection of taxec 
imposed for 1917 is concerned, there 
are well paid up, but there are a 
number of delinquents and it is expect 
ed that the Department of Justice 
will, before long, tak* action to en¬ 
force payment.

in order to locate the lawful owner,

little thoughtfulness on he part of 
these men would help the cattlemen 
greatly hs regaining their lost and 
furthermore the law specifically says 
that.no one shall harbor an estray 
animal without notifying a brand read 
er and advertising the particulars in 
the local paper. . 

FARM AND DAIRY PRODUCTS 

-The increase in the price of butter 
and the high price at which eggs con¬ 
tinue to be sold have caused much 
comment. According to figures suppli 
exi by the Cost of Living Branch of 
the Department of Labour. The stock 
of creamery butter in store on April 
1st was 69 per cent, less than in 
March while the stock of dairy butter 
was 72 per cent less. This shortage 
combined with, the high prices which 
obtain rfn other countries, is the cause 
of the increased price here. 

The price of hogs continues to in¬ 
crease, being now higher than at any 
time during the war. Sales are report 
ed as high as $22 per cwt. 

At the.end of March the grain held 
i* Canada was considerably in excess 
of that held at the same period last 
year, as is shown by the following 
table:

!f-»Anether ted which ehows beyond 

[ildubt that the Scottish were prepar¬ 
ing for this war for years .is known 
In other words, 


as “putting the shot, 
bomb throw'ing, the shot being almost 
as heavy as a shell from a minnewer- 
fer. During this war the practice en¬ 
abled the Scottish regiments to dfs- 
pence With trench mortars. Another 
exercise is “tossing the caber.” A 
large log of wood is placed in a man’s 
hand and he tries to throw it as far as 
possible. By this system of training 
the Scottish regiments were able to 
bridge St. Quentin canal from a dis¬ 
tance. Other methods of preparation 
which could be seen at all these High¬ 
land gatherings need not be enumer¬ 
ated. They all go to prove that Scot¬ 
land, by its provocative militarism, 

I played no small part in bringing about 
the conflict which is now so happily 
ended. 

Much has been written and spoken 
about the so-called bagpipes of Scot¬ 
land, and it will be difficult to describr 
to a music-loving nation exactly what 
ja bagpipe is. It consists of several 
! pipes, attached to a bladder which is 
[ filled with wind by the player, and the 
[so-called music emerges f rom a num- 
bor of small, periscopical tubes which 
hang down the player’s back. The 
sound thus emitted is even more dif¬ 
ficult to describe. If my good German 
reader can imagine a y subdued shriek 
superimposed upon a sustained moan 
accompanying a bad tenor who i. 
singing through his nose, he will get 
some idea of the terrible sound. Bag 
pipe bands have usually a large num¬ 
ber of drummers to regulate the noise 
but, even with these, the bagpipers, 
owing to their lusty lungs, are able to 
make themselves heard. 

Another instrument which the truly 
Scotttish admire, but which 1 have 
not seen, is ,itie -pibroch, which in 
many respects resembles the bagpipes 


is difficult to pick a 
thlves pick pockets without nttrurting 
the attention and exciting the annoy¬ 
ance of the warrior.

Scottish soldiers are 
Highland gatherings, such as I have 
already described, and are then ^ent 
to Edinburgh Castle, where the oath is 
administered under the Scottish flag, 
and a national dish, called “haggis,” 
is eaten to the solem piping of the 
bags. 

I will not attempt in the spaceof 
this article o do more than touch- upon 
Scottish customs, many of'which beai 
a curious resemblance to those which 
are Celebrated in German folk songs. 
Many sore hearts will bo the sorer io 
know that the Scottish are not a truly j 
Christian nation like ourselves. They ! 
do not celebrate Christmas as do other 
Christians, but reserve "the festivities ! 
for a feast called “Hogmaney,” which 
usually falls on New Year’s Day. “Hog 
mancy” is one of tho heathrn deities 
Whom the Scotchlanders still worship 
and resembles Thor and Woden in his j 
convivial character. 

On the whole the Scotch are an 
admirable people, although steeped in 
foolish superstitions, and still await¬ 
ing that uplift which only the German 
spirit could have given

NEW LEGISLATION 

The Fire Prevention Act and the 
Bankruptcy Act now considered by 
Parliament are measures of great im¬ 
portance to the whole business,-com¬ 
munity. The first is designed to/check 
the flagrant waste by fire which now 
takes place in this country, the losses 
in 1918 amounting to $33,000,(WO, of 
which 75 per cent, is believed to have 
been absolutely preventable. The 
Bankruptcy Act is intended to take 
the place of the unsatisfactory meth¬ 
ods of dealing with bankrupts which 
now obtain in the different provinces. 


SOLDIERS’ SETTLEMENT ACT 

Of the returned soldiers who have 
applied for the benefits of the Soldl- 
ier Settlement Act in the four west¬ 
ern provinces, 4,225 have been ap¬ 
proved as qualified to engege in farm 
ing at once. A large number of appli¬ 
cants were found to have had insuf¬ 
ficient agricultural experience to war¬ 
rant their being placed on the land 
immediately, and these will spend one 
year at work under successful fanners
